Dr.  L.  S.  Russell  is  engaged,  among 
other  activities,  in  reorganizing  the  teaching 
collection  used  in  the  course  in  Vertebrate 
Palaeontology  offered  to  University  students 
at  the  Museum.  This  collection  was  origin- 
ally assembled  by  Dr.  Russell  prior  to  the 
Second  World  War,  and  revised  and  aug- 
mented after  he  returned  from  military 
service.  Many  of  the  models  and  reconstruc- 
tions prepared  by  him  at  that  time  are  still 
quite  suitable  for  their  intended  purpose.

R.O.M.  Appointments 


Dr.  Claude  Bissell  has  announced  the 
creation  of  three  new  positions  in  the 
Royal  Ontario  Museum,  to  be  filled  by 
senior  members  of  the  present  staff.  The 
appointments  are: 

Dr.  A.  D.  Tushingham  as  chief  archaeo- 
logist, responsible  for  all  archaeological  field 

research; 

Dr.  L.  S.  Russell  as  chief  biologist,  con- 
centrating mainly  on  palaeontology; 

Dr.  V.  B.  Meen  as  chief  mineralogist, 
with  special  responsibility  for  gems,  meteo- 
rites and  a planetarium  project. 

The  appointments  are  part  of  an  internal 
reorganization  of  Museum  administration. 
The  three  men  have  previously  headed, 
respectively,  the  divisions  of  art  and 
archaeology,  life  sciences,  and  earth  sciences. 

Under  the  new  system  initiated  by  R.O.M. 
Director  W.  E.  Swinton,  the  18  depart- 
mental curators  will  report  directly  to  him 
and  to  the  Associate  Director,  Lionel 
Massey. 

Dr.  Swinton  explained  that  the  adminis- 


trative change  will  free  three  senior  men 
for  increased  individual  research  and  for 
planning  of  long  term  research  projects. 

Dr.  Tushingham  has  spent  the  past  two 
summers  as  a senior  member  of  an  inter- 
national archaeological  expedition  in  Jeru- 
salem. In  addition  to  his  Museum  position, 
he  is  an  Associate  Professor  of  Near  Eastern 
Studies  in  University  College.  He  has  pub- 
lished several  articles  about  research  at 
Jericho,  Dhiban  and  the  Dead  Sea  Scroll 
caves. 

Dr.  Russell,  formerly  Director  of  the 
National  Museum  of  Canada,  rejoined  the 
R.O.M.  staff  this  year.  A vertebrate  palaeon- 
tologist of  international  reputation,  he  was 
on  the  University  of  Toronto  faculty  for 
some  years  before  going  to  Ottawa. 

Dr.  Meen,  a member  of  the  Museum  staff 
for  27  years,  is  perhaps  best  known  as 
leader  of  the  expedition  which  studied  the 
giant  Chubb  meteorite  crater  in  Ungava. 
He  has  more  recently  investigated  the  ruby 
and  jade  areas  of  Upper  Burma.
